Monoxide Cas Kills Actress Rosamond Pinchot 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y. I)P)—The 
Ermine-wrapped body of Rosa¬ 
mond Pinchot. known to millions 
as the nun in Max Reinhardt’s 
Biblical spectacle ’’The Miracle,” 
was found today in a closed auto¬ 
mobile on the Harry Alexandre es¬ 
tate here. 

The death of the tall, golden- 
haired actress was listed as a sui¬ 
cide in an official report filed 
with the Nassau county police by 
Deputy Medical Examiner Lewis 
F. Ellmore. 

Miss Pinchot was the daughter 
of the socially-prominent Amos 
Pinchot and the niece of Former 
Gov. Gifford Pinchot of Pennysl- 
vania. 


Her body was found in a sedan 
I parked in a garage on the Long 
I Lsland estate, which she had 
I leased. Miss Pinchot was seated 
I in the rear seat of the car, and 
! wore an expensive evening gown 
beneath her rich fur wrap. 

Dr. Ellmore said a garden hose 
had been attached to the exhaust 
pipe and led into the car through 
a window. He also said all of the 
other windows were closed, and 
the one through which the hose 
came was sealed with a robe. 

Inspector Harold R. King of the 
Nassau county police issued the 
following statement from the es¬ 
tate: 


I ’’The body of Rosamond Pinchot 
Gaston, aged 32, married and the 
I mother of two children, William, 9, 
and James, 6, was found in a seat 
of a Buick sedan in a garage at 
her home on Valentine’s lane. Old 
Brookville, L. I., about 7:15 a. m., 
by Miss Ida Hanninen, a cook em¬ 
ployed by Mrs. Gaston." 

Miss Pinchot was married In 
1928 to William Gaston, a promi¬ 
nent attorney, but friends said 
they had been separated for some 
time. 

Miss Pinchot was only 17 when 
j she starred in “The Miracle," and 
was 32 at her death. 

I Five feet nine and willowy, she 


was one of the tallest actresses on 
Broadway. 

Last March she remarked in an 
interview that one of her chief dif¬ 
ficulties had been “finding men 
tall enough to play opposite me." 

She always recalled her first 
great success—as the nun in “The 
Miracle"—as something that “just 
passed over my head." 

“I was so young,” she said once, 
“that I actually didn’t know, until 
much later, that we sold out the 
house for months.” 

A few years ago. Miss Pinchot 
went to Hollywood under contract 
to one of the major studios, but 
returned to New York after six 


months there. The contract was 
not renewed. 

She rebelled frequently at being 
classed as a “society girl,” despite 
the prominence of her family, and 
said last winter that she had worn 
evening dresses but twice during 
the season. 

She liked music, wrote, and was 
a good horsewoman. 

Her last role was in the Biblical 
extravaganza, “The Eternal Road." 

During the 1932 presidential 
campaign, as the niece of the then 
nominally Republican governor of 
Pennsylvania, she conducted a 
Democratic forum at national 
party headquarters. 


IFOUL PLAY 
FEARED IN 
IBODY CASE 

I Inquest to Be Helci 
Over Beach Corpse 

Investigation of a police 
suspicion that Raymond 
C. Hammond. 40, AYestmin- 
ster, may have met with foul 
play today delayed certifica¬ 
tion of the Standard Oil com¬ 
pany employe’s death as a 
suicide. Hammond’s body 
positiveyl identified after a 3()- 
hour struggle, hampered by rough 
sees and high tides, ended with its 
recovery from the rocks of a jetty 
in the Santa Ana river mouth 
shortly before 6 p. m. Saturday. 

The body apparently had been 
pinned under the rocks for several 
days before it was discovered Fri¬ 
day afternoon, and it was more 
than a day later before harbor pa¬ 
trolmen, life guards and Deputy 
Coroner Bert Casteix succeeded in 
moving the big boulders from the 
drowned man’s body. 
.ANONYMOUS CALL 

Casteix and Coroner Earl Abbey 
today resumed investigation of 
the drowning when Huntingjton 
Beach police Indicated the 
oil worker may not be a suicide 
victim as officials believed. He 
had been reported despondent 
lately, and was last seen by Hunt¬ 
ington Beach police Jan. 11 as he 
was walking out on Huntington 
Beach pier. His car and persona! 
articles were found near the pier. 

Hammond’s body was completely 
nude when recovered, officers re¬ 
ported, and disappearance of his 
clothes added an element of 
mystery to the case. 

CASTEIX INJURED 

Sudden loosening of the man's 
body just after dark Saturday re¬ 
sulted in injury to Casteix, it was 
leamSd today. The deputy coroner 
was trying to hold the body in 
place, and when it came free, he 
lost his balance and plunged eight 
feet onto some sharp rocks, sus¬ 
taining cuts and bruises on his 
face. 

Aiding in recovering the body 
were Frank Crocker, lifeguard 
chief at Newport-Balboa, Bud Hig¬ 
gins, Huntington Beach lifeguard 
head and Assistant Chief Jan 
Brisco and John Lugo of the New¬ 
port department. Several Standard 
Oil employes also aided, using 
cable furnished by the oil com¬ 
pany. 

The body was taken to Dixon 
mortuary in Huntington Beach, 
where funeral arrangements are 
being made. An inquest will be 
conducted some time tomorrow, 
Abbey said, following today’s in¬ 
vestigation.

Physicians 
said he apparently absorbed water 
this way. 

His plan to prove earthly im¬ 
mortality had its inception 10 
years ago. He put it into effect 
when he began practicing ab¬ 
stinence from the complete marital 
relationship. This led in 1932 to 
an unsuccessful divorce suit in¬ 
stituted by Mrs. Noe. 

A man of 200 pounds when he 
came here in 1921, he weighed less 
than 100 when taken to the hos¬ 
pital.

JAPAN OPENS 
NEW DRIVE 
FROM AIR 

SHANGHAI. tJP >—Japanese air¬ 
planes today bombarded defenses 
of Suchow, center of Chinese re¬ 
sistance along the main ea.st-west 
railway, the Lunghai. 

Japanese spokesmen said loco¬ 
motive sheds, freight trains and 
nearby troop barracks were de¬ 
stroyed in the attack. 

Japanese columns pinshing to¬ 
ward the city from the north and 
south fought indecisive engage¬ 
ments. 

A few miles to the south and 
southeast of Shanghai Japanese 
infantry and air attacks were 
credited by the spoke.smen a.s 
cleaning out ail Chinese guerrilla 
opposition in Pootung. 

A force of about 1000 Chinese 
had clung to barricades in Poo- 
turig across the Whangpoo river 
from Shanghai, challenging com¬ 
plete Japanese occupation of the 
Shanghai area. 

(At Peiping, there were new re¬ 
ports of activities of troops of the 
Soviet-inspired republic of outer 
Mongolia in western Suiyuan prov¬ 
ince, Outer Mongolian troops were 
said to be within a few miles of 
Paotow, railhead of the line to 
Peiping occupied by Japanese gar¬ 
risons. . , 

(North China travelers said 
Japanese troops were distributed 
thinly alon^ railways which Chi- 
nese cross at will.) 

Chinese asserted their troops 
had attacked Wuhu, Yangtze river 
port 60 miles upstream from Nan¬ 
king, and Japanese admitted Chi¬ 
nese had conducted air raids near 
Wuhu but said little damage re¬ 
sulted. , . 

Five Japanese airplanes at¬ 
tempting to raid Lanchow in 
Kansu province were said by Chi¬ 
nese to have been driven off by 
(Jhinese aircraft. Far to the south, 
Japanese again bombarded points 
along the Canton-Hankow railway 
and the Canton Shanisui railway. 

Japanese officials in Shanghai 
placed a prohibition order on re¬ 
moval of goods from Hongkew 
and Yangtzepoo areas of the In¬ 
ternational Settlement which have 
been occupied by Japanc.se since 
hostilities started. 

A number of "abuses,” includlnfr 
transfer of ownership from Chi¬ 
nese to foreigners, prompted the 
order, the Japanese said. 

Japanese occupation and estab- 
ll.shment of a military base at 
Tsingtao, Shantung province .sea- 
port, went ahead with a minimum 
of friction between Japane.se and 
foreign residents.

ROSS KIDNAP 
CASE NEARS 
CONCLUSION 

CHICAGO. (iPi — John Henry 
Seadlund, confessed kidnap-slayer 
of (Charles S. Ro.ss sat chained to 
the bars of a sky-scraper cell to¬ 
day while federal agents forged 
the last links In the chain of evi¬ 
dence they hoped will send the 
former 27-year-oId lumberjack to 
the electric chair. 

Federal prosecutors indicated 
they would ask the grand jury, 
scheduleil to convene today, to in¬ 
dict Seadlund under the Lindbergh 
kidnap law. 

J. Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
federal bureau of investigation, 
.said Seadlund. who was also 
known a.s Peter Anders, had con¬ 
fessed kidnaping Ross on Sept. 
25, and later .shooting and killing 
him and James Atwood Gray, the 
swarthy logger’s accomplice in the 
crime. Their bodies were found 
chained in a crude, woodlined cave 
in the Wisconsin north woods. 

ITie I.,indbergh law provides the 
death penalty if the %'ictim had 
not been liberated unharmed. Law¬ 
yers said that since Seadlund made 
a complete corfe.ssion and led fed¬ 
eral agents to the bodies and to 
his cached ransom he would likely 
plead guilty in the remote hope of 
evading the death sentence. 

Seadlund. who. Hoover said, wa.s 
launched on his crime career by 
q’ommy Carroll, Dillinger gangster 
since slain, was held in a lockup 
in the 19th floor offices of the 
federal bureau of investigation. 
Five agents stood guard. He was 
brought to Chicago Saturday night 
by plane from St. Paul where the 
agents spent several days In a 
speedy clean up of the case. 

Shortly after the party’s arrival, 
Hoover, who returned to Wa.shing- 
ton yesterday, told reporters about 
Seadluiid's life. 

“He was born at Ironton. Minn.," 
Hoover said, “had a high school 
education, but became a woodsman 
and hunter when he grew up. 

"During a hunting trip he met 
Carroll, who was hiding in the 
north woods in 1934. He carried 
food to the gangster’s hideout, and 
became Interested in crime through 
his friendship with Carroll. Later 
Carroll was killed by police. Sead¬ 
lund then began a aeries of hold¬ 
ups, the first of which was at a 
filling station in Crosby, Minn., 
and a re.staurant at Brainerd, 
Minn. He adopted the alias of 
Anders to spare his family, as his 
mother and two sisters still live 
at Ironton.” 

The chief of the federal agents 
said Seadlund wandered from coast 
to coast, robbing banks and busi¬ 
ness houses. Twice during his 
travels he went to the state of 
Washington, where he worked as 
a lumberjack. 

"In February of last year," 
Hoover .said, "he was on his way 
east again when he met Gray, a 
red-haired boy of 19. Gray, a 
Kentuckian, boasted that he had 
been a robber and killer in the 
South. Seadlund took the youth 
a.s his partner in crime. 

Hoover disclo.sed that Ross, a 
retired manufacturer, a.sked his 
wife to pay the kidnapers $5000 
for his release, refusing to make 
the amount $.50,000, as they de¬ 
manded. Seadlund added a cipher 
after Rass had penned the note, 
Hoover said, making the amount 
$50,000. 

Seadlund, who was seized at 
Santa Anita race track, near Los 
Angeles, about 10 days ago, led 
Hoover and his aides to a cache of 
$32,625 of the $50,000 ran.som 
money in Wisconsin and Minne¬ 
sota. Previously the agents found 
$5620 in ransom bills on him In 
Los Angeles and $728 additional 
money.

Loon I quote, the book his recent¬ 
ly published "The Arts.” 

One of my friends (in discu.ssing 
the book) dismi.sscd Van Loon as 
“light” (i. e., without pithy .sub¬ 
stance). 

To this I replied Van Loon was 
probably the one contemporary 
author who wa.s making Art ’’hu¬ 
man” for the layman. 

H.ad not his story of Rembrandt 
endeared that worthy gentleman 
to thousands who before could only 
say ’’why, yes, he’.s a Dutch 
painter?” 

Had he not followed this with a 
geography that was an oasis upon 
the .sandy plain of textbooks? 

With these I made my point. 
Van Loon is entertaining, but he 
never forgets he has something to 
say.

To re.sume an examination of the 
book in question. Van Ixion frank- 
l.V states he wrote the book for 
the two red-mittened children he 
saw fi'om his train window. 

And so interesting have I found 
his survey, I heartily recommend 
donning the red mittens (if neces- 
.sary) for a trip through “The 
Art.s.” 

He intrigues you with words like 
serendipity, he never gets involved 
in technical point.s, and he fre¬ 
quently suggests independent in¬ 
vestigations that might turn his¬ 
torical art upside down. 

I’ll guarantee you’ll find “The 
Arts” exciting!

Seriou.sly, too, I recommend it 
to every dauber who thinks the 
world ought to keep him .supplied 
with paint, prunes and canvas! 

There are enough people who 
really have something to eonvev, 
that those who are lacking in abil¬

The pre-requi.sites for “good” 
painting demand so much I am

Thirty officers and 180 men in¬ 
volved in the transfer will sail 
from San Francisco Feb. 1. aboard 
the army transport Republic. 

The bombers, twin - motored 
ships of the latest design, will be 
sent to the islands by boat and 
not by flight as has been the 
navy's custom the past year in 
transferring 48 planes from the 
mainland to Hawaii. 

Tran.sfer of the planes, compris¬ 
ing the 31st bombardment squad¬ 
ron, will give the islands what 
unofficial observers estimated was 
approximately 228 fighting planes, 
75 of which are believed to be 
naval ships. 

Hamilton Field officers .said or¬ 
ders for the movement were re¬ 
ceived yesterday from Wa.shing- 
tion and that replacements for this 
field, 12 miles north of San Fran- 
ci.sco, are expected later. 

The transfer, a move toward 
bringing Hawaiian air defenses to 
full strength, will be permanent, 
and families of the personnel in¬ 
volved will be taken to the islands 
aboard the Republic. 

Major James G. Taylor is to re¬ 
main in command of the squad¬ 
ron, which will be based at Hick¬ 
man field, new army airport un¬ 
der con.struction near Honolulu. 


SAN FRANCISCO. (A>l-Grow- 
ing con.sumption of California 
wines has created new interest in 
the con.sumer problems of storage 
and .selection of the fermented 
.grape. 

Figurt^s compiled by the Wine 
Institute .showed this state’s pro¬ 
duction of all types of wines dur¬ 
ing the first 10 months of 1!)37 
was 45,-578,720 gallons, an increase 
of 14 per cent over the .same period 
in 1036. 

Wine lasers in increasing num¬ 
bers are in.stalling their own wine 
cellars, studying varieties and 
storage method.s. 

Growers meantime are devoting 
more acreage to better grapes, 
vintners are .seeking to improve 
method.s with a view to competing 
on an equal' basis with European 
producers, and the consumer is 
buying so much wine that he has 
placed the total national per capita 
consumption at an estimated .543 
gallons annually (Wine Institute 
e.stimate). 

This figure, although far short 
of the French average consump¬ 
tion of more than 40 gallons per 
capita, is .something for farmers 
to consider in this agricultural, re¬ 
cently "dry" state. 

But wine consumers, many of 
whom regard their small bottled 
stock as an absorbing hobby, are 
not particularly interested in acre¬ 
age .statistics. They are asking in 
increa.sing numbers how to build 
wine cellars, what to put in them 
and how to care for a modest stock 
of wine. 

Some of those bitten with the 
urge to .stock a cellar say It be¬ 
comes as engaging a hobby as 
model railroading or stamp col¬ 
lecting. They cite the fact that 
California standards of purity, al¬ 
cohol, sugar .and fixed acid content 
are higher than those in France, 
but they are interested chiefly in 
having a cellar and .something to 
put in it. 


ROME. IJPI — Captain Adrian 
Jones. 92. sculptor, .soldier and 
writer, died today. 

He was best known for his peace 
quadriga on the con.stitution hill 
arch and the Cavalry war memor¬ 
ial. He served 23 years in the 
British army and has been consid¬ 
ered the oldest British survivor of 
the Anglo-Ethicpian war of 1868.

Singapore like birds in a nest. 
Manila is only 1600 miles to the 
northeast.

that. too.

No more jobs in Orange counts 
for aliens! 

With that slogan Veterans of 
Foreign Wars of the United States 
enlisted in another fight this week 
when they unanimously endorsed 
a resolution urging that residents 
of the county, and citizens of the 
United States, be given prefer¬ 
ence over non-residents and aliens 
in the current employment drive. 

The post also will launch a 
drive to secure passage of similar 
resolutions by the Orange county 
council of the veterans, it was an¬ 
nounced. 

Opening round in the veterans’ 
fight for peace also was fired Fri¬ 
day night, when the first in a

Speaker was Mrs. Beasley 
Clark, president of the California 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, 
who spoke in support of the VFW 
program for the preservation of 
peace and abolition of all except 
defensive wars.

Harry Edwards, secretary of the 
Orange County Veterans Welfare 
board, will deliver an address on 
the operation and activities of that 
board in its service to disabled 
veterans. 

Members of the Ernest L. Kel¬ 
logg post and auxiliary were hosts 
yesterday at a breakfast to mem¬ 
bers of the liiird district, VFW, 
and guests from throughout 
Southern California. 

Following breakfast the post 
went to Colton, where they as¬ 
sisted in the installation of a poet 
at that city.

cent over the same month of the 
previous year. Tax for the month 
was assessed against a sale of 
144,303,973 gallons of gasoline. 

"It would seem from these fig¬ 
ures California has achieved a sub¬ 
stantial economic balance,’’ -said 
Richard E. Collins, chairman of 
the State Board of Equalization. 
"It is understood generally that 
gasoline sales may be taken as a 
fairly accurate barometer of eco¬ 
nomic conditions. In view of this, 
last year’s ga.soline tax assessment 
would indicate a healthy condi¬ 
tion throughout the state.’’ 


Some 6000 automobiles each are purchased by a dozen 
men in and around Santa Ana. Average value of these cars 
at one time may have been .SIOOO, but when their largest 
purchasers get through, they won’t average .$20 each. 


They’ll be reduced to scrap 
metal, glass, rubber and a few 
spare parts that may or may not 
be re.sold to middle-cla-ss car own¬ 
ers.

Review of “The Prodigal Parents” by Sinclair Lewis 


Hazel, an unhealthy dependence on 
material possessions. Howard, the 
son, was a handsome unstable col¬ 
legian who expected his father to 
buy his way out of a constant sc¬ 
ries of scrapea. The daughter Sara 
had picked up communistic 
theories at Vassar. Fred became 
more and more irked with the 
“gimme’s” which afflicted both 
children. When they joined a lo¬ 
cal communist cell and helped 
ppublish a vitriolic paper which de¬ 
nounced Fred and all he stood for 
he put his foot down and refused 
to pay the bills of their organiza¬ 
tion. ’This pained the children. 

It was then Fred conceived the 
idea of retiring. He even went so 
far as to take a secret vacation 
with Hazel. But the children 
tracked him down, brought him 
home. Howard had married and 
needed his father to help out with 
the monthly bills. Sara, disillu¬ 
sioned with handsome male com¬ 
munist organizers, wanted her 
father to eet her up with an Inte¬ 
rior decorating studio. 

Fred and Hazel finally sneaked 
off to Europe. But while Hazel 
thrived on the change and excite¬ 
ment Fred found himself bored 
and restless. While they were gone 
Howard went to seed, drove his 
young wife away with his drink¬ 
ing. Fred came home to nurse 
hia son back to normalcy. Sara 
married and became very virtuous 
and respectable, and the children 
decided to forgive their parents 
for temporarily deserting them. 


Sinclair Lewis was one of my 
first tin gods. That was at the 
time when people were quoting 
from “Main Street” and “Babbitt,” 
and I met with a group of other 
insufferable high school intellec¬ 
tuals to discuss Life and Litera¬ 
ture (with capital L’s). Whether 
maturing years have changed my 
reactions, or fame and prosperity 
have lessened the biting truth of 
Mr. Lewis’ writing I do not know. 
But I have been Increasingly dis¬ 
appointed in his later novels and 
"The Prodigal Parents” seems to 
be just a little piece he dashed off 
because he was short of cash. 

The saddest part of all is that 
his new book does present a really 
challenging problem. In brief it 
is the revolt of parents against the 
revolt of youth. Had it been given 
the careful treatment and the de¬ 
tailed development of plot which 
characterizes the novels which 
first made the world sit up and 
take notice of Sinclair Lewis it 
could have been a really great 
book. 

It seems to my humble mind 
(though after all who am I to crit¬ 
icize?) that the author jumps too 
quickly from one incident to the 
next, that the background is too 
sketchy to make the behavior of 
the leading characters seem logi¬ 
cal, and furthermore that the end¬ 
ing does not prove or settle any¬ 
thing. 

Fred Complow was a success¬ 
ful business man whose efforts 
had succeeded only in spoiling his 
two children and giving his wife.

LOS ANGELES. (Special) — 
The fish and game commi.ssion 
through its president. Dr. E. C. 
Moore, has announced work will 
start shortly on construction of a 
fifth patrol boat for Southern 
California waters. The boat will 
be of the same general de.sign as 
the patrol boats now operating in 
southern waters and will be based 
at Santa Catalina island. 

The boat to be christened 
"Tuna" at the suggestion of the 
Tuna club, will have an overall 
length of 46 feet and a 10-foot 
beam. It will he powered with 
twin Hall Scott motors embracing 
certain refinements over the pre¬ 
vious patrol boat installations. As 
the boat will be a.ssigred to night 
as well as day patrol, it is planned 
to raise the pilot-hou.se on the 
new boat to afford better vi.sa- 
bility. 

Carl F. John.son, president of 
the statewide Fish and Game De¬ 
velopment association, points out 
that the collection of the license 
fee for ocean fishing has made 
possible the con.struction and 
maintenance of an ocean fish pa¬ 
trol fleet in Southern California 
w'aters. 

“Two and one-half years ago an 
ocean fi-sh patrol fleet was little 
more than a dream; today it is an 
actuality, 'The Fi.sh and Game 
Development association i.s prou.l 
to have played a part in encour¬ 
aging the enforcement of the fish¬ 
ing licerse law, because through 
such enforcement we have been 
able to secure patrol boats. It Is 
unfortunate we did not have pa¬ 
trol in ocean waters 10 years ago. 
B'ishing conditions would be far 
healthier had this been the case.” 
he said. 

Patrol boats are now based at 
San Diego, Newport-Balboa, .tjanta 
Monica and Santa Barbara. Bas¬ 
ing of the new boat at Santa Cata¬ 
lina island will agument the serv¬ 
ice materially.

The fungus disease is especially 
virulent when it attacks young 
second growth, said Nelson, point¬ 
ing out that Nevada. Placer and 
Sierra counties have thousands of 
acres of young timber just becom¬ 
ing saleable, of which white sugar 
pine plays an importsint part. 

The di.sease i.s interesting in that 
it requires a host for spread of in¬ 
fection. The rust produces spores 
that spread to gooseberry or cur¬ 
rant bushes and require a period of 
inactivity before spreading to 
other trees. The forest service is 
rleariu!; hundreds of thousands of 
acres of infection. 

Some 460,000 acres in Plumas. 
Lassen, El Dorado, Stanislaus and 
Sierra forests have been treated in 
this manner, .said Nelson. Blister 
rust control has been done largely 
with relief labor. Further funds 
will be needed, Nelson added, be¬ 
fore work can be started in Tahoe 
forest. 

The disease probably originated 
in Russia, said Nelson, and spread 
to western Europe, from whence it 
came to the United States about 
1900. In 1910 it was found in Van¬ 
couver, B. C... and attributed to 
French nur.sery stock. From Van¬ 
couver it has spread to Idaho 
white pine and moved southward 
through Washington and Oregon. 
After it was discovered in 1936 in 
Del Norte county it was found in 
19.37 in Trinity. Shasta, Tehama 
and Lassen counties on gooseberry 
and currant bushes. 

Only a few years will be re¬ 
quired for euiother 200-mile jump 
southwarci through the Sierra un¬ 
less it is controlled, Nelson pre¬ 
dicted.

An Investigation Is in Order 

Three signilicant developments have grown from the 
burning of Baby Ramon Armaz at the county hospital 
last week. 

1. The coroner’s jury reports that "the fire was the 
result of improper equipment for administering inhala¬ 
tion treatment.” 

2. Superintendent Harry E. Zaiser of the hospital 
admits that no attempt had been made to get proper 
equipment. 

3. Two members of the county grand jury sat in at 
the coroner’s inquest. 

Taken together, these three developments indicate 
that the grand jury may at last be on its way to a real 
investigation of conditions at the county hospital. 

This is something that should have been done long 
ago, and it is a fierce indictment of the attention, or lack 
of attention, the public gives to its tax-paid institutions 
when it takes the death of a baby to jar loose some action. 

There have been complaints about the county hos¬ 
pital for a long time. 

The burning of Baby Armaz tops them all. 

Let the grand jury make a real investigation—in¬ 
stead of just a formal "whitewash” visit—and get to the 
bottom of the complaints. 

If the hospital has been unjustly criticized in general, 
let’s have the truth about that. 

But if there is something wrong there—as the Baby 
Armaz case seems to us to indicate—the county will be 
better off for having learned about it and corrected it.

tives have been willing to pay this 
price for the glory of which they 
partake by reason of their kin¬ 
ship, As the President ao truly 
pointed out in his message on the 
subject of income tax evasion and 
avoidance, the best citizenship 
calls for ethics as well as honesty. 

The trouble is that there are 
some kinds of business relations 
which can be defended but not 
vindicated, as where a person 
known to be the pride and joy of 
a high public official starts sell¬ 
ing some commodity or service to 
persons or firms who or whicli 
(isn’t that a new one? I are in 
■some way beholden to the govern¬ 
ment. 

HOW ABOUT .II.^I.MY? 

The seller may have the serene 
conscience of the pure in heart and 
may scrupulou.sly avoid any sug¬ 
gestion that each bill of goods is 
accompanied by a political bless¬ 
ing. But the buyer, if he in wise 
in the traditions of state and local 
politics as played by practical 
men, woulrl be a sucker to take a 
chance. He would figure to him¬ 
self, "Well, now, I don’t know 
whether thi.s mug is going to be 
.sore at me if I refuse him my husi- 
ne.ss, hut I do know he won’t be

The Editors of Fortune, in 
“Arms and Men" .showed how Big 
Bu.siness in Europe--an interna¬ 
tional embrace of industries, mines, 
,smelter.s, armament works and 
hanks—during the World war sup¬ 
plied to enemy nations weapons of 
death needed to prolong the war; 
how French and Engli.sh industries 
shipped to a neutral, thence to 
Austria and Germany: copper, rub¬ 
ber, oil, and chemicals for explo¬ 
sives; how German indu.stries 
shipi)ed to a neutral, thence to 
France: 150,000 tons of scrap iron 
and steel monthly for munitions.
